1984  Selectmen's  Report; 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  2nd  and  4th 
Mondays  of  each  month.  Meetings  begin  at  7:00  P.M.  and  all  interested 
parties  are  encouraged  to  attend. 

Our  new  bridge  on  the  Cold  River  road  is  now  completed  and  open  to 
traffic.  This  project  was  financed  mostly  by  State  Funds. 

During  the  past  year  we  purchased  two-way  radios  for  the  Town  High¬ 
way  Trucks  and  a  Base  Station.  We  hope  to  increase  efficiency  in  Winter 
Maintenance  thru  improved  communications. 

We  also  have  a  new  one-ton  4-wheel  drive  truck  equipped  with  a  plow 
and  sander  to  try  to  get  back  roads  open  sooner. 

A  radar  gun  was  purchased  for  the  constables  to  help  regulate  exces¬ 
sive  speed  in  several  areas  of  town. 

We  are  presently  working  on  our  new  Transfer  Station  which  we  hope 
to  have  open  sometime  in  February.  This  new  trash  compacting  facility 
is  being  constructed  on  town  property  on  Route  7B  near  the  Airport. 

Although  the  number  of  delinquent  taxes  had  declined  this  year,  the 
non-payment  of  property  taxes  is  still  the  largest  single  factor  affecting 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town.

III  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

A.  Enrollment:  The  elementary  school  enrollment  for  the  present 

school  year  (1984-85)  is  282  students,  a  decrease  of  seven  students 
over  last  year.  We  are  projecting  another  small  decrease  for 

the  1985-86  school  year.  These  figures  are  indicative  of  a 
fairly  stable  enrollment  at  the  elementary  school.  The  number 
of  Clarendon  students  attending  Mill  River  continues  to  increase 
slightly . 

B.  Personnel :  There  are  several  new  teachers  in  the  Clarendon 

Elementary  School  this  year.  Ms.  Dia  Lind  is  our  new  Chapter  1 
teacher,  Ms.  Claire  Villars  is  the  new  R.S.S.U.  art  teacher.  She 
works  one  day  a  week  in  Shrewsbury,  two  days  a  week  in  Wallingford 
and  two  days  in  Clarendon.  Another  new  face  is  Mr.  Paul  Tracy, 
the  new  R.S.S.U.  Curriculum  Coordinator.  He  has  responsibilities 
for  coordinating  curriculum  in  grades  K  to  8  and  assists  in 
supervising  teachers  in  grades  K  to  6. 

C.  Curriculum:  Curriculum  projects  in  reading  and  writing 

instruction  which  began  last  year  continue  to  be  developed  and 
evaluated.  For  the  first  time  we  have  an  art  program  which  has 
been  implemented  in  response  to  the  new  state  standards.  The  new 
art  teacher  works  in  all  elementary  schools  in  the  supervisory 
union  and  in  addition  to  teaching  is  developing  a  K-6  coordinated 
art  curriculum.  Another  new  curriculum  project  is  the  child 
personal  safety  education  program  being  implemented  by  the  health 
instructor  with  assistance  from  the  school  nurse. 

This  past  summer  the  supervisory  union  hired  Mr.  Paul  Tracy 
as  the  new  Curriculum  Coordinator.  He  is  working  with  the 
teachers  and  admimis tra tors  in  all  of  our  schools  on  curriculum 
and  supervision.  The  curriculum  work  includes  a  number  of  projects 
designed  to  improve  coordination  within  the  schools  and  between 
the  elementary  schools  and  Mill  River.  In  supervision  he  is 
helping  to  implement  a  new  program  of  teacher  supervision  designed 
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C. 


Curriculum  (Continued) 


to  improve  classroom  instruction. 

In  august  of  1984  the  Vermont  State  Board  of  Education  adopted 
new  standards  for  approving  public  schools.  These  standards  are 
being  implemented  through  a  two  year  voluntary  period  and  will 
become  mandatory  with  the  1986-87  school  year.  Below,  I  have 
listed  the  major  areas  which  will  impact  upon  the  Clarendon 
Elementary  School.  Obviously  there  are  a  number  of  options 
available  for  fulfilling  each  requirement. 

Guidance  Services  -  Need  a  comprehensive  program

D.  School  Facilities:  This  past  summer  we  completed  a  number 

of  maintenance  projects  including  the  painting  of  all  exterior 
trim,  doors,  windows,  etc.  of  the  building.  Also,  the  parking 
lot  and  a  major  portion  of  the  driveway  was  resurfaced.  Money 
to  do  these  projects  was  taken  from  the  building  sinking  fund. 
During  the  upcoming  summer  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  some 
interior  painting  and  to  replace  some  of  the  oldest  carpet  in 
the  building.  By  doing  maintenance  projects  on  a  regular  basis 
we  are  able  to  keep  the  building  in  excellent  shape  and  avoid 
major  expenditures  in  the  future. 

E.  Budget  Analysis;  The  complete  budget  for  the  1985-86  school 
year  is  contained  in  the  enclosed  financial  statements.  The 
proposed  budget  has  total  elementary  school  expenditures  of 
$678,105 .00  including  the  $5,000.00  for  the  building  maintenance 
sinking  fund.  The  major  increases  are:

In  1984  we  find  our  active  membership  at  43  firemen  and  6  firemen  on  the 
in-active  list. 


Onr  department  has  had  good  participation  in  a  great  many  fire  training 
seminars  given  by  our  own  department,  the  Rutland  County  Firefighters  Assoc, 
and  the  Vt  State  Firefighters  Assoc.  The  Clarendon  Fire  Dept,  has  always 
stressed  good  training  and  it’s  members  certainly  have  spent  a  great  deal 
of  their  time  and  finances  in  order  that  a  better  job  would  be  accomplished 
no  matter  how  major  the  catastrophe  might  be.

Annual  Report  to  the  Citizens  of  Clarendon_ 

The  mission  of  the  Vermont  Department  of  Health  is  the  P^vention  of 
illness  and  the  control  or  elimination  of  hazards  dangerous  to  the  health 
of  the  public  In  working  toward  this  goal,  the  Health  Department  has  pro¬ 
vided,  or  assured  the  provision  of  health  services  to  communities  across  ^ 
the  state.  Direct  services  are  provided  through  11  district  fie 
During  1984,  citizens  of  Clarendon  received  the  following  services  from 
the  district  office  in  Rutland: 

75  pregnant  women,  new  mothers,  and  children  received 
supplemental  foods,  health  and  nutrition  services  through 
the  WIC  program. 

5  children  and  young  adults  received  medical  evaluation  of 
individual  health  and  dental  status  through  the  Early  Periodic 
Screening,  Diagnosis  and  Treatment  program. 

21  persons  received  assessment  information  and  counselling  through 
the  Maternal  and  Child  Health  program  and/or  information  and 
teaching  of  parenting  roles  through  prenatal  classes  and  home 
visiting  services. 

13  children  received  comprehensive  health  assessments,  including 
preventive  guidance,  at  Well  Child  Clinics. 

Diagnosis  and  treatment  services  for  orthopedic,  hearing,  cardiac, 
genetic,  developmental  disorders,  and  other  handicapping  conditions 
were  provided  to  15  children  through  the  Handicapped  Children  s  program 
and/or  the  Child  Development  Clinic  in  Burlington. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Burlington  assists  in  the  prevention 
and  control  of  illness  by  identifying  chemicals  and  microorganisms  in  a 
variety  of  substances.  During  1984,  the  following  laboratory  services 
were  provided  to  residents  of  Clarendon: 

62  blood  tests  to  identify  women  needing  immunization  against 
German  Measles  (Rubella)  to  prevent  birth  defects, 

50  other  diagnostic  blood  tests, 

160  tests  of  individual  and  municipal  water  systems  to  monitor 
drinking  water  quality. 

The  Dental  Division  provides  services  to  local  communities  including 
installing  and  maintaining  fluoridation  equipment  in  selected  community 
and  school  water  systems,  paying  for  dental  treatment  of  eligible  children, 
and  providing  dental  health  education  in  the  schools. 

Many  services  are  also  provided  at  the  local  level  by  your  Town  Health 
Officer,  R.  Bronson  Spencer  II.  Please  feel  free  to  call  him  if  you  need 
any  assistance.  The  Health  Department  provides  technical  assistance  and 
support  to  local  health  officers.

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SOUTHWESTERN  VERMONT  AREA  AGENCY  ON  AGING 
and  NUTRITION  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 


Annual  Report: 


The  Southwestern  Vermont  Area  Agency  on  Aging  gratefully  acknowledges 
the  contribution  of  $450  for  the  year  1984. 

This  year  we  plan  to  serve  over  2700  meals  to  senior  citizens  in  Clarendon. 
This  number  includes  delivery  of  five  meals  a  week  to  the  homebound  elderly. 

Other  services  include  transportation  for  essential  needs  and  preventive 
health  clinics  offered  monthly  at  the  mealsite.  Advocate  assistance  was 
given  to  45  older  residents  of  Clarendon  who  needed  help  with  forms,  in¬ 
formation  about  available  programs  or  intervention  with  service  providers 
when  problems  occurred.  This  agency  provides  funding  for  the  Legal  Service 
Attorney  for  the  Elderly  and  employs  a  Long  Term  Care  Ombudsman.  The 
latter  assists  persons  with  information  about  nursing  and  community  care 
homes  and  acts  as  an  advocate  for  residents  in  these  facilities  when  problems 
occur. 

This  agency  is  dependent  on  local  contributions  to  match,  in  part,  the  Federal 
funds  received.  Your  Town  support  assists  us  in  meeting  that  requirement 
and  enables  us  to  continue  serving  the  elderly  in  your  community.

The  purpose  of  the  Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program  (RSVP)  is  to  recruit 
and  place  people  60+  in  meaningful  volunteer  work  with  local  non-profit, 
community  and  human  service  organizations.  Rutland  County  RSVP  has  over 
325  volunteers,  ranging  in  age  from  60  to  92,  who  last  year  contributed 
over  58,500  hours  to  75  non-profit,  human  service  and  community  organiza¬ 
tions  in  the  county. 

There  are  9  RSVP  volunteers  who  live  in  Clarendon.  Last  year  these  9  vol¬ 
unteers  contributed  over  1,022  hours  to  organizations  which  are  located 
in  or  serve  the  Town  of  Clarendon.  RSVP  and  its  volunteers  have  provided 
services  to  Eden  Park  and  Beverly  Manor  Nursing  Homes,  Clarendon  Meal  site 
for  the  Elderly,  RSVP  Homeworker  Project,  United  Way,  Wallingford  Well  Child 
Clinic  and  Rutland  Regional  Medical  Center. 

RSVP  maintains  regular  contact  with  all  volunteers  and  organizations  to 
insure  that  all  parties  are  happy  with  their  respective  assignments.

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THE  VERMONT  CENTER  FOR  INDEPENDENT  LIVING 


Annual  Report  1984 

The  Vermont  Center  for  Independent  Living  is  a  private,  non-profit 
organization  which  works  to  assist  disabled  Vermonters  in  increasing  their 
independence.  We  work  throughout  the  state  with  disabled  individuals, 
their  families  and  friends,  other  organizations  and  agencies,  and  the 
general  public  to  reach  this  goal. 

Some  of  VCIL'S  programs  may  have  worked  directly  with  disabled 
people  who  live  in  your  town.  A  resident  may  have  met  with  a  Peer  Ad¬ 
vocate  Counselor  or  called  our  Information  and  Referral  System  to  find 
out  specific  information  or  what  other  organization  they  should  call  for 
help  with  a  particular  problem,  or  maybe  they  are  working  with  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  and  wanted  our  Client  Assistance  Project  to  help  them  work 
more  effectively  with  their  VR  Counselor.  Or  maybe  there  is  a  disabled 
person  in  your  community  who  is  involved  with  a  local  disabled  advocacy 
group  who  receives  support  from  VCIL.  There  are  many  ways  that  a  disabled 
person  may  receive  direct  assistance  from  the  Vermont  Center  for  Independent 
Living;  these  are  but  a  few. 

The  existence  of  VCIL  is  important  to  disabled  Vermonters.  We  offer 
a  wide  variety  of  services  to  disabled  Vermonters,  their  friends  and  their 
families.  The  work  we  do  not  only  helps  create  concrete  changes  in  the 
lives  of  disabled  Vermonters,  but  also  on  a  more  fundamental  level  changes 
the  attitudes  and  awareness  of  both  policy  makers  and  the  public  at  large. 
Through  the  support  of  VCIL,  disabled  people  are  afforded  a  host  of  resourses 
to  help  them  increase  their  strength,  dignity  and  independence. 

During  the  past  year,  VCIL  has  seen  1  person  in  your  town  through 
our  Peer  Advocacy  Counseling  Program,  has  responded  to  0  Information 
and  Referral  requests  for  town  residents,  and  sends  "AccessAbility, "  our 
regular  newsletter,  to  7  individuals  who  reside  in  Clarendon. 


REGIONAL  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 
Annual  Report  1984 


The  year  has  brought  about  many  favorable  changes  for  the  Regional 
Ambulance  Service.  Nearly  1/3  more  calls  were  answered  than  was  originally 
estimated.  This  increased  call  volume  has  resulted  in  the  purchase  of  a 
fourth  ambulance  and  hiring  of  additional  staff. 

In  its  infancy  the  organization  expected  a  certain  number  of  changes 
to  take  place  and  provided  room  for  growth  in  order  to  obtain  the  highest 
quality  and  most  efficient  Emergency  Health  Care  possible. 

Many  of  our  problems  can  be  contributed  to  a  poor  cash  flow  situation. 

This  stems  from  the  original  fund  raising  efforts  which  fell  somewhat  short 
in  providing  adequate  working  capital.  Having  struggled  through  this  very 
difficult  period  by  keeping  a  tight  rein  on  our  expenditures  we  have  man¬ 
aged  to  improve  our  cash  flow. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  our  recordkeeping  and  accountability  the 
Board  of  Directors  employed  the  accounting  firm  of  Janssen  Schmidt  Assoc¬ 
iates.  Their  first  responsibility  was  to  set  up  a  comprehensive  accounting 
system  in  order  that  we  could  obtain  good  financial  control. 

Since  a  large  part  of  our  revenues  come  from  a  per-capita  accessment 
of  the  eleven  (11)  participating  towns,  the  Board  of  Directors  has  estabished 
a  yearly  auditing  policy.  As  a  result  of  that  policy  Janssen  Schmidt  were 
asked  to  audit  FY  83-84,  the  out  come  shows  a  loss  of  only  $204.00  which 
is  quite  acceptable  in  view  of  the  $308,000.00  budget. 

We  have,  at  this  writing,  gained  a  relatively  good  financial  position. 
However,  there  is  one  factor  which  is  extremely  important  and  will  effect 
our  future  financial  standing  that  is  your  support  for  the  1985  budget. 

The  amount  shown  in  the  1985  budget  may  appear  large  to  some.  But  lest 
we  forget  that  these  items  were  negelected  in  the  two  previous  budgets. 

We  now  must  make  up  the  difference. 

I’m  sure  you  would  agree  that  proper  vehicles  and  equipment  are  essen¬ 
tial  to  a  reliable  service  and  should  not  be  eliminated.  In  discussing 
these  items  it  is  well  to  know  that  all  other  budgeted  items  remain  relatively 

the  same  compared  to  the  previous  year. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  thank  the  voters  for  their  support  and  express 
additional  thanks  to  the  business  community  and  the  many  individuals  who 
have  contributed  so  much  in  money  and  materials  to  the  success  of  this, 
your  ambulance  service.
